SCHOOL PLACES 
SHORTAGE CRISIS

BARKING and Dagenham Council 
is facing a crisis over a worrying 
shortage of school places. 

The nationwide short fall of pri¬ 
mary school places is at its most 
acute in the borough, where the 
birth rate is the highest in the 
country, according to the National 
Audit Office. 

The borough had to produce an 
extra 101 primary school places 


last September and is looking at a 
further 672 - or 23 forms of entry - 
by 2020 to meet estimated popula¬ 
tion growth. 

The primary school population is 
expected to rise by almost 50 per 
cent in the next ten years. 

The council has revealed dimin¬ 
ishing government funds could 
mean it may not have enough 
money to fulfil its obligations. 

A spokesman for the council said: 
“The borough faces unprecedented 
demand and our modelling shows 


this is likely to get worse. 

“Starkly, the diminishing amount 
of funding available from central 
government to meet that demand 
means we face a perfect storm 
where we will not have enough 
money to fulfil our obligations. 

“This is the situation in all our local 
schools - including special needs.” 

He said the council has had to shift 
resources from maintaining or 
improving school buildings and 
infrastructure into creating enough 
spaces to meet demand, which means 


pupils being taught in buildings that 
are often not fit for purpose. 

“We have extended existing 
schools, built on playgrounds and 
converted office blocks into 
schools and temporary class¬ 
rooms,” he added. 

He warned parents and children 
will find it increasingly difficult to 
get a place in one of their preferred 
schools in future. However, this year 
88 per cent of pupils were allocated 
their first choice school and 96 per 
cent one of their top three.

A MOTHER is teaching her three 
toddlers at home because the local 
education authority cannot find 
them places in the same school. 

Mandy Stone withdrew five- 
year-old son John, and twin 
daughters Amy and Angel, aged 
four, from Barking's Eastbury 
Primary School because she 
claimed he was being bullied. 

She complained to the Dawson 
Avenue school many times with 
no satisfactory result, so withdrew 
all three youngsters. 

Barking and Dagenham educa¬ 
tion authority has said it cannot 
find alternative places for all three 
together because of the enormous 
pressure on school places. 

Mandy said: “I cannot take the 
children to different schools, it is 
simply not possible to be in differ¬ 
ent places at the same time. 

“The only option is for me to 
teach them at home.” 

A spokesman for Barking and 
Dagenham Council declined to 
comment on bullying but con¬ 
firmed it was facing unprecedent¬ 
ed demand for primary school 
places.

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A word from our owner 


To Our Readers and 
Advertisers 

We would like to take the opportu¬ 
nity of Local Newspaper Week to 
express our thanks to you, our read¬ 
ers and advertisers, for all you have 
done to support our town and its 
traders and charities. 

This recession has not made life 
any easier over the past twelve 
months and the cold weather cer¬ 
tainly didn’t help during the early 
weeks of the so-called “Spring”! 
Our local traders have had to ride 
through this poor period, of course, 
as has your local newspaper. 

As yet there are few signs of a sus¬ 
tained breakthrough from this worst 
recession in living memory but 
summer is coming and so, eventual¬ 
ly, will the end of the downturn. 

Like many of our readers and 
advertisers, your Yellow Advertiser 
has been through difficult times 
before. We have survived them and 
we’ll survive this problem, as well 
as the special difficulties the press is 
facing right now. 

The press will overcome this new 
problem, of course, as we’ve over¬ 
come many before it. Like many of 
our readers and advertisers, our pro¬ 
prietor was a child during the 
“slump” of the Twenties and early 
Thirties though he remembers it well. 

He and many of you survived that, 
the bombing of London in 1940, 
war-time in the Army and four 
recessions since. We only mention 
this to keep current problems in per¬ 
spective! 

The new difficulty for the local 
press is that, as the result of a small 
minority of national papers break¬ 
ing the law in relation to hacking - 


and those papers accepted that they 
were wrong - all papers, including 
small local weekly ones like ours, 
are to be “punished” for the sins of 
one per cent of the industry. 

Local weeklies like ours are 
stunned to find themselves included 
in this but many believe this can still 
be put right. After all, as Adrian 
Jeakings, president of the 
Newspaper Society said: “Lord 
Justice Leveson found that the UK’s 
local media had nothing to do with 
the phone hacking scandal which 
prompted the inquiry. 

Indeed, he praised regional and 
local newspapers for their important 
social and democratic role and rec¬ 
ommended that the regulatory 
model proposed should not provide 
an added burden to our sector. 

He called on the Government to 
look urgently at what action it might 
take to help safeguard regional and 
local newspapers’ ongoing viability 
as a valued and important part of the 
British press. 

“Yet the deal announced by the 
three main political parties com¬ 
pletely ignores the Leveson recom¬ 
mendations on the local press. 

“The Royal Charter proposals 
agreed by the Conservatives, 
Liberal Democrats and Labour - 
with huge financial penalties for 
newspapers who chose to be outside 
the system and an arbitration ser¬ 
vice which would open the flood¬ 
gates to compensation claimants - 
would place a crippling burden on 
the UK’s 1100 local newspapers 
inhibiting freedom of speech and 
freedom to publish. 

“Local newspapers remain fierce¬ 
ly opposed to any form of statutory 
involvement or underpinning in the 


regulation of the press. 

“A free press cannot be free if it is 
dependent on and accountable to a 
regulatory body recognised by the 
state.” 

During a Commons debate, the 
Deputy Prime Minister Nick Clegg 
said: “Let us not forget that the 
hacking scandal was caused by 
some of our biggest newspapers, but 
it was still a minority of newspapers 
and certainly not the local and 
regional press, which must not pay 
the price for a problem they did not 
create.” 

Chairman of the Culture, Media 
and Sport select committee, John 
Whittingdale, added that: “We 
should recognise the vital impor¬ 
tance of local newspapers and 
ensure that whatever system we 
introduce does not add to the burden 
on them at a time when they are 
experiencing very difficult econom¬ 
ic circumstances.” 

The newspaper industry has now 
published its own draft Royal 
Charter which means The Queen 
faces the dilemma of being asked to 
approve two rival charters! 

The charter proposed by the press 
would have investigative powers and 
resources to dig into cases of suspect¬ 
ed wrongdoing, allowing it to call 
editors to account. Its board would be 
independent, its code of conduct 
drawn up after public consultation. 

It meets the principles laid out by 
Lord Justice Leveson and it pre¬ 
serves press freedom. 

Lord Leveson said in his report “By 
far the best solution to press stan¬ 
dards would be a body established 
and organised by the industry.” 

The Government’s proposed Royal 
Charter gives politicians the power to

change the system of newspaper and 
magazine regulation -something that 
only 16 per cent of the public sup¬ 
ports. By a huge margin, 67 per cent 
of people said that “the new press 
regulation system should be set up in 
a way that does not give politicians 
the final say if and when changes 
need to be made”, which is the basis 
of the Independent Royal Charter 
proposal. 

Ah! Well! Perhaps it will all come 
out right in the end. In any case, our 
readers and advertisers have bigger 
problems to worry about - as have 
we! 

So thanks again for all that you do 
for this town. All the very best to 
you for this year and for the better 
days that have always followed a 
recession and will most certainly do 
so again this time.

Fraudster jailed 

A ONE MAN online fraud spree netted a 
Dagenham father of four £79,000 of goods 
from Next - and an 18-month jail sentence. 

Adeshola Adegite, of Coopers Close, 
pleaded guilty to opening 411 fraudulent 
online Next accounts within London and 
19 within the Essex Police District. 

He set up credit accounts using a variety 
of identities, telephone numbers and 
email accounts to order a wide range of 
goods, including clothes, electrical and 
home furnishings. 

London boroughs where Adegite 
arranged deliveries between May 1 2011 
and November 26 2012 included 
Redbridge, Southwark, Tower Hamlets, 
Waltham Forest and Wandsworth. 

The unemployed 40-year-old had 
previously pleaded guilty on March 12 to 
opening four fraudulent internet Next 
accounts as well as possessing an article for 
use in fraud, namely a Next identity card. 

A further 35 similar offences were also 
taken into consideration. 

He was jailed at Basildon Crown Court 
on Tuesday April 30. A confiscation order 
was made to recover the £79,000. 

Adegite would arrange for delivery 
usually at residential premises, including 
homes of the elderly. He would monitor 
his order online to find out when his 
parcel had arrived; if it had been signed 
for or dropped at another location - 
behind a garden gate or in a garden shed. 

If challenged by the person who signed 
for the order, Adegite would produce a 
false Next identification card, say the 
items had been delivered to the wrong 
address before taking the package. 

On average, Adegite would open three 
or four online accounts a week. 

He was arrested by Essex Police on 
November 26 2012, after a local resident 
reported a suspicious man removing an 
item from a shed in Rayleigh. 

Investigating officer DS Richard Evans of 
the London Crime Squad, said: “Adegite is 
a prolific offender whose online fraud 
profited him to the value of £79,000.”

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WOODFORD BACK ON 
THE STARTING BLOCKS 


Athletics 


WGEL’s men’s team enjoyed 
mixed fortunes in the opening 
BAL Premiership fixture of the 
season. 

Having finished third in the 
Premiership last season Wood¬ 
ford are again this year looking 
to continue their run of finishing 
in the upper half of the top 
flight. 

A below full strength team in 
some areas meant that the first 
fixture would always be hard 
work. In the end Woodford placed 
fifth with 265 points. Reigning 
champions Shaftesbury won with 
351.3 from Sale on 300, Newham 
296.3, and newly promoted 
Enfield on 291. Heme Hill the 
other promoted team was eigth 
with 197, behind Sheffield 223, 
and Birchfield 233.3. 

Woodford performances were 
led by good “A” string wins for 
Matt McLaughlin and Jordon 
Kirby-Polidore. Notably, 
amongst a number of second 
places and other good perfor¬ 
mances, Matt Gunby ran well on 
his return to track action after 
focusing on triathlon for his sec¬ 
ond place, and there were further 


good second’s for Joseph Dewar 
and Nick Leavey, but both sadly 
also picked up injuries. 

Those injuries, together with 
misfortune in the pole vault 
might well have made the differ¬ 
ence between the fifth place and 
Woodford finishing second on 
the day. Recent UK indoor 
1500m U/20 record breaker, 
Matt McLaughlin’s win came in 
the A 800m where in windy con¬ 
ditions he won a fine tactical 
race from the front in lm 
55.73secs - the sort of race he 
may well have to deal with in 
Championship qualifying as his 
season moves on. 

Jordan Kirby-Polidore’s fine 
win in the A 200m came after an 
earlier sixth place in the 100m 
with 11.10 secs (-1.2). His win¬ 
ning 200m time, into a head¬ 
wind was 21.42 secs (-1.3 secs). 

The B 200m saw international 
400m man Nick Leveay return 
to competition after missing last 
season through injury. Finishing 
strongly, he placed second with 
22.41 secs (-3.4) into a very 
strong headwind. 

Sadly, Nick who had earlier 
been part of the 4x100m team, 
picked up a hamstring injury in 


the 4x400m as he moved 
through strongly with 150m of 
the third leg to run. Joseph 
Dewar, just 17 years old led the 
long jump competition until the 
final round, and placed second 
with his 7.07m effort(+2.0), a 
mark achieved from some dis¬ 
tance behind the board. 

Matt Gunby who has spent the 
last three years as an internation¬ 
al triathlete, is now back concen¬ 
trating on running. After a good, 
albeit injury interrupted winter 
on the road and country, this was 
Matt’s first track race for some 
considerable time. 

In windy conditions he just 
lost out in the A 5000m clocking 
14m 43.50 secs, perhaps ruing 
the fact that he hadn’t made his 
move a little earlier. In other 
track action, there were particu¬ 
larly good points in the steeple¬ 
chase; the ever reliable Ryan 
McKinlay picking up another 
second place with 9m 13.01 
secs. 

In the field former UK number 
one, Andy Frost was back in 
hammer action after missing 
most of last season and requiring 
knee surgery. His 67.54m placed 
third.

the off this weekend but a few things 
didn’t go our way in qualifying, then 
Matteo was knocked out of race one 
before I had chance to get in the car. 
Race two was good though and we’ve 
made progress in the championship 
too which is what we needed.” 

Beginning the visit to the Autdro- 
mo Intemacional do Algarve with a 
strong performance in testing, confi¬ 
dence was high of a challenge for the 
GTS class pole positions on Saturday 
but circumstances dictated other¬ 
wise. 

For race two, round four, Michael 
had qualified an uncharacteristic 
tenth in class, 16th overall, after 
missing out on the lap he knew he 
was capable of in his qualifying ses¬ 
sion but was confident of a suitably 
competitive drive through the order. 

Progressing superbly during his 


opening stint at the wheel of the AF 
Corse Ferrari 458 Italia, the British 
ace climbed into fourth in GTS, sixth 
overall, before handing over the car 
to Beretta in the mandatory driver 
change pit-stop. 

On rejoining the track, the Italian 
was 12th overall and eighth in class 
and mounted a similarly strong drive 
to race through into second in GTS 
and fourth overall by lap 20. 
Although pushed back to fifth by the 
Super GT car of ex-FIA Formula One 
World Championship racer Andrea 
Montermini, Beretta comfortably 
maintained second in class to the flag. 

In Saturday’s third round, Michael 
was unable to get any track time when 
Beretta was collected by the Corvette 
of Diederich Sijthoff on lap 14 of the 
race resulting in retirement to the pits 
from fifth in class, ninth overall.

New U21 league 
to be formed 

Players aged 16 and over in Essex have a 
new option for their football next season 
as discussions between the Essex County 
FA and other interested parties resulted in 
the Essex Olympian League agreeing to 
the formation of a brand new 14-team 
Under 21s Division for next season. 

The formation of this division has the full 
support of The FA and the League’s Man¬ 
agement Committee, with teams playing on 
Saturday afternoons at the same times as 
existing divisions. 

The same criteria for facilities will be 
required, with the exception of the require¬ 
ment to have separate dressing rooms for 
both teams and officials. 

A reasonable period of time will be given 
to allow clubs to comply with other aspects 
of the criteria, whilst existing Essex 
Olympian League clubs may place teams in 
this new division. 

If they already have two teams within the 
constitution, they have to ensure they have 
facilities to accommodate two matches 
kicking-off at the same time on a Saturday. 

There are several reasons behind this 
development, including older youth play¬ 
ers not coming through into men’s open- 
age football in the numbers they should 
be. 

Youth players need a bridge into adult 
football to cope with the physicality and 
other aspects of the game, and this new 
provision provides that elevation in stan¬ 
dard.
